MEE troubles in America re- 
calls the fact that the big- 
rest owner of coal mines in Eng- 
land is the powerful Church of 
England, which, incidentally, is 
also the largest landlord in 
Great Britain. Few people real- 
ize that the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mission occupies so powerful a 
position as proprietor of coal- 
fields, farm land and city real 
estate in Old England, where 
economic conditions are not 
quite as merry as they once were. 
The church's extraction of heavy 
tribute from the real mof King 
Coal has long been a target of 
British radical attacks. 

It isn’t just a coincidence that 
hundreds of ancient manors on 
the undeveloped moors of Dur- 
ham, acquired by the church, 
hold rich veins of coal in their 
subsoil. The church domains ex- 
tend to virtually all the rich 
coal-fields of England. including 
Yorkshire. Nottingham, Lanca- 
shire. Staffordshire and Somer- 


setshire. Mining companies op- 
erating collieries on these 
church properties. pay the Ec- 


clesiastical Commission a roy- 
alty on every ton of coal mined. 
whether it is sold or left to pile 
up among idle stocks in bunkers. 
For nearly a century it has 
been ordained that profits ac- 
cruing to the Church of England 
shall be devoted to increasing 
benefices. supplying parsonages, 
paying curates’ stipends and 
“improving the church's wel- 
fare.” In 1932 the Church paid 
out approximately $9,720,000 at 
var for these purposes and pen- 
sions while carrving over an ad- 
ditional $1,215,000 at par.
